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Eeitoration of tit Apparently Dead to Life.

Lydia Maria Child relates the following
incident in her own family, of the resto
ration of the apparently dead to life :

lue yellow lever rairpu teuriuiijr in
Boston the last part of the eighteenth
century. The panic was go universal
that wives forsook their dying hnsbands,
in tome cases, nnd mothers their chil
dren, to escape the contagious atmos
phere of the city, runernl rites were
generally omitted. The " death carts "
sent into every part of the town, we-- e so
arranged as to pass through each street
every half hour. At each house known
to contain a victim of the fever, they
rang a bell, and called, " Bring out your
dead." When the lifeless forma were
brought out they were wrapped in tarred
BheetH, put into the carts, and carried to
the burial place, unaccompanied by rel-

atives. In most instances, in fact, the
relatives had Hed before the first ap-

proach of a fatal disease.
Une ot my hither s brothers, residing

in Boston at the time, became a victim
of the pestilence. When the first symp
toms appeared his wite sent the children
nto the country and herselt remainea

to attend upon him. Her friends warned
her against such rashness. They told
her it would be death to her, and no ben- -

e6t to him, for he would soon be too ill
to know who attended upon him. These
arguments made no impression upon her
ail'ectionate heart She felt that it would
be a life-lon- g satisfaction to her to know
who attended upon him, if he did not.
She accordingly stayed and watched him
with unremitting care.

This, however, did not avail him. . tie
grew worse and worse, and finally died.
Those who went round with the deaa
carta had visited the chamber and seen
that the end was near. They now came,
to take the body. His wife refused to
let it go. She told me she never knew
how to account for it, bnt, though he was
perfectly cold and rigid, and to every
BDDearance Quite dead, there was a pow
erful impression on her mind that life
was not extinct, the men were over-
borne by thn strength of her convictions,
though their reason was opposed to it
The half hour again came round, again
was heard the solemn words, " Bring out
your dead." The wife again resisted
their importunities ; DUt ttiis ume ine
men were more resolute. They said the
duty assigned to them was a painful one,
but the health of the city required punc-
tual obedience to the orders thef received.
If they ever expected the pestilence to
abate it must be by a prompt removal of
the dead, and immediate fumigation of

the infected apartments. She pleaded
and pleaded, and even knelt to them in
agony of tears, continually saying: " I
am sure be is not dead. 1 be men rep-

resented the utter absurdity of such an
idea; but finally, overcome by her tears,
they again departed.

With trembling baste she renewed ner
efforts to restore life. She raised bis head,
rolled his limbs in hot flannel, and placed
hot irons to his feet, the dreaded bait
hour again came round and found him as
cold and rigid as ever. She renewed her
entreaties so desperately hat the mes
sengers began to think a little torce would
be necessary. They accordingly at
tempted to remove the body against ner
will, but she threw herself upon it, and
clung to it with such frantic strength,
that they could not easily loosen her
arrman. Imoressed by the remarkable
energy of her will, they relaxed their ef
forts. AO an meir rrmunsu-ancr- a ana
answered : ' If you bury him. you shall
burr me with him." At last, by dint of
reasoning on the necessity of the case,
they obtained from her a promise that if
he showed no signs of lite before they
again came round, she would make no
further opposition to the removal.

Having, gained the respite, she bang
the watch upon the bedpost, and renewed
her efforts with redoubled teaL She
placed hot kegs of water about Vim,
forced brandy between his teeth, breathed
into his nostrils, and held hartshorn to
bis nose ; lot still the body lay motion
less and cold, she looked anxiously at
the watch; in five minutes more the prom
ised half hour would exnire, and those
dreadful voices would be heard passing
through the street Hopelessness came
over oer; soe aroppea ine Deaa sue naa
beeo sustaining; her hand trembling
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violontly, and the hartshorn she had
been boldin 2 was spilled on his polished
face. Accidentally, the position ot the
head had become tipped slightly back-
ward, and the powerful liquid flowed into
his nostrils. Instantly there was a short,
quick gasp, a struggle, his eyes opened ;

and when the death-me- n again csmn
thev found him sitting: up in bed. lie is
still alive, and has enjoyed unusually
good health.

America a Match for Napoleon.

Cornelius O'Dowd, a writer in Black
wood, who entertains no great affection

for this country, is yet delighted with

the Mexican situation. He says :

A more insufferable piece of insolent
pretension cannot be imagined than what
is called the Monroe doctrine. J nat my

and whether this demand to retire be one
of those mandates a high spirited nation
cannot submit to : my whole considera
tion is limited to the fact here, at last
the greatest bully of Europe has met his
match f Here is a young, athletic, dar-
ing fellow, ready to go into the ring with
that finished pugilist that none of us have
the courage to fight, and who, even with
the gloves on, doubles us in a fashion far

' ' 'from agreeable.
' America dares to hold language to
France that all Europe combined would
not utter. There's no denying it; there's
no Qualifying; it If we had a conti
nental coalition we could not
venture to say what America has just
said. What Minister ot Kussia, or Eng-
land, or Austria, would say to the French
Emperor? "We were thinking of some-
thing else when you slipped into Savoy
and ' Nice the other day; now that
our hands are free, yon will have to go
back aeain." ' We are famous for brave
words in tint Foreign Office, but does any
one expect that such a message as this
will ever issue from Whitehall?

We would no more provoke the Tuile- -

ries by an insolent dispatch than we
would go into one of an Amburgh's
cages and kick the lion. It has become
a sort of European superstition that
France 'can beat every one, and I am
downright grateful to the Americans that
they don tbelieveit s.,

. I never knew I liked America ao well
till 1 bea an to speculate on this war. I
never suspected that there really was a
tie of kindred which journalists dispnr-ng- e

by that false adulation they deal.in.
I hate all the cant of " cousinship, " but
call them onrown bone and blood ; speak
of them as ft beorjle who have the sume
leadinn traits as ourselves sturdy, deter
mined, untiring, unyielding tnking their
share of hard knocks y with a nxed
resolve to renuv them in a
word, of that stuff that makes them right
trusty mentis ana very terrioie eiieuum.
Regard them in this light, and say, if a
war should breaK out between them ana
France, what side von would like to back,
I sar. America. I d lay my head on the
issue ; and if any gentleman is willing to
bet an equivalent say another crown
piece I cry " Done," and wait the event.

Jefferson Davis and His Opinions.

A correspondent of a Northern paper
writes that he has 8een the great state
prisoner, Jefferson Davis. He says :

where I had not been many hours whensl
met the great rebel chief, Jeff. Davis, face
to face, while he was talcing bis usual
daily walk on the ramparts, under escort
of an officer by his side, and two armed
soldiers behind him; and 1 had a good
view of him as he passed me. lie was
well dressed, naa a ngnt coicrea leu nat
and new boots. His eye was clear and
bright, his step firm, and his bearing as
proud aa a Roman conqueror.

He is a great smoker, and when in ma

apartment employs his time in writing,
reading and praying. Alternately he is
very quiet and pious, and restive and
boisterous. He freely expresses his
opiniona about the Generals and leaders
on both aides. He thinks McClellan was
our greatest general, and says Grant is

no soldier, nothing nut a outcner : Lin
coln was a good-nature- d man but ajack-ass- ;

Andrew Johnson is pretty smart,
and inclined to do the fair thing so far
as he can, but he is not a great man.
He thinks his capture was very un
just, as he was tairly paroled uy

the surrender oi wenerui ieu uu
Johnson, and says thnt if be had had any
idea of being taken, he could easily have
made his escape. He was ternoiy en-

raged at what IWe of Mississippi, said
tn him. and aecinrea tuai r oote was a
'constitutional liar' thnt he had often
told him so; that he was glad when he
made his escape from the Confi-dcrncy- ,

and that he gave orders to let him go,

and not to stop him, adding, I was glad
to get rid of such a nuisance.

"The Duke of Marlborough," Jeff,
says "deserted his sovereign fought
successfully underthe banners of another
Prince, and his name has come down in
history as one of the noblest men and
greatest of Generals of the time But
Marshal Ney, one of Napoleon's famous
Generals, who, after the banishment of
Napoleon to Elba, gave in his adhesion
to the ruling power, and again joined
nil chief on his return, wns, after his
final overthrow, taken and shot as a
traitor."
